When such a spirit of flmrity is put into 
the balance and weighed. God and men

1 of an ou-ice, or a scruple, which is only 
the twenty-fourth part of au ounce. A 
man may give bis hundreds and thou- 
sands of dollars with such feelings and 
amid such circcmstinces. aad he will 
get no heavenly recognition. 


But into the divine scales another 


man's charity is placed. It starts from 
love of God and man. It is bora in heav-~ 
en. It is a lifelong characteristic. It 
may have a million dollars or a penny 
to bestow, bnt the manner ia which that 
giver bestows it shows that it is a di- 


" viaely implanted principle. The one pen- 
ny given may. considering the limited cir- 
cunslances. attract as much angelic end 
heavenly attention as though the check 
given in charity was so large it staggered 
the cashier of tbe bank to cash h. It is 
not the amount given, but the spirit with 
which it is given. "The Lord weigheth 
the spirits."

Nile and sprinkled fay her cascades^ bat 
in the temples that are the skeletons of 
ancient pride and pomp and power—her 
obelisks, her catacombs, her mosqnes. the 
colossus of Rameses. the dead cities of 
Memphis and Thebes, the temples of 
Luxor and Raraafc. the museum contain- 
ing the muaimified forms of the pharaohs.

with the blood of 50.000 Armenians. Had 
Athens prayerfully listened to Paul's ser- 
mon on Mars hill and adopted bis pre- 
cepts of. brotherhood and divine worship 
she would have stood in her old power 
today, and all Greece would have stood 
witi her. and that civilization so long 
dead imJer the carred pillars of her 
shrines and under the marble of her pen- 
telican mountains would hare bean, per- 
haps for all Asia aad for much of Eu- 
rope, a living civilization. Bot for her 
arrogance she was cast ont and cast 
down. The Lord weighed her spirit. 


Wander along the banks of the Tiber, 


and you come to another civilization 
which is put in the royal balances—the 
Roman civilization. Its capital was the 
mistress of the world.

Here Caesar reigned and Trajan and Ti- 
tus and Coastantine brought home their 
victorious armies. Here stood glittering 
in the sun the Coliseum, combining in its 
architecture the best Doric. Ionic and 
Corintbian. 87.000 spectators gazing npon 
the gladiators in bloody struggle. Look! 
That is Michael Angeio on a scaffold 
penciling the facade of a palace. Hear! 
That is the voice of Marcos Toilios Cic- 
ero in the defense of Archias. Now lis- 
ten to the laaghter of Terence in immor- 
tal comedy. 
What rich aroma! 
It ia 


trsrifl from the uanlecs of Salhist. Be- 
hold the splendor of the Angnstan age! 
Hear the rustling of the historical pages 
of Livy and tbe odes of Horace and Vir- 
gil's "•Sneid." 
Behold ner sycteta of 


law*, which have been the foundation of 
Rood laws all the worid over! But the 
empire was, plunged into extravagance 
and dissoluteness, and it takes the four 
great volumes of Gibbon to describe her 
decadence. The Goths, tbe Hens, the 
Tartars. Tamerlane. Attiia and Alaric 
he!]**! in the demolition. We go there 
n«>w to see her rnias. Cofi«eam in rnias.
